1. The Sunrise Collection - Certainly one of the greatest collections of Islamic coins ever brought to auction, with a 
special focus on Iran and Mughal India. The Sunrise collector began assembling coins nearly forty years ago, always 
seeking the finest quality and the greatest rarity. His profession and frequent travels brought him unique access 
to sources unavailable to most collectors, and he tirelessly searched auction catalogues the world over to locate 
choice coins in otherwise obscure sales. As his knowledge and financial position improved, he constantly searched 
not just for the rarest coins, but the most artistically accomplished. The result is a collection that, within its scope, is 
matchless in quality, beauty and historical significance. In the words of cataloguer Steve Album, “this is not a large 
collection — it is a work of art!” 

2. The Kairos Collection — With nearly 150 pieces, and built over the last 30 years, the Kairos collection is simply 
astounding. As a matter of fact, there are dozens of pieces in this collection that simply should not exist in the 
quality found here. The pieces of Great Britain of the 19th century sit atop the condition census for most dates and 
types! There are a total of twenty four pieces certified 67 and six graded 68 by PCGS. These numbers certainly do 
not reveal the incredible eye appeal of the pieces, all beautifully toned. If you are simply looking for the best that 
exists in 19th century British, you will find plenty of it in the Kairos Collection. 


3. The Cecil Webster Collection of Costa Rica — Cecil chose the beautiful region of Central America and put together 
a very impressive set of gold coins including the issues of the Central American Republic in all denominations, 
arguably one of the most beautiful coin designs ever produced. Please browse the lots carefully as they are many 
gems of the elusive issues of 19th century Costa Rica. In the next page, you can read more about Cecil and his 
history as a collector in his biography. 


4. The Richard P. Ariagno Collection - Mr. Ariagno was an avid coin collector with a superior eye for quality and rarity. 
The collection includes an outstanding Austrian gold 12 Ducat (lot #20047) that is rarely seen and here it is in mint 
state condition. Other condition rarities are included from Britain, German States, Peru and Switzerland. 


5. The Elizabeth McPhall Charters Collection - A numismatist since 1985, the consignor of the Charters Collection 
credits his mother with giving him an eye for quality, style, and excellence, and he chose to name his collection 
after her as a tribute. Elizabeth “Betty” MacPhall Charters was a remarkable woman who often went un-recognized 
in here own time. A collector and practitioner of painting and poetry, she also was fluent in four languages. She 
put this last talent to important use as an assistant to a high-ranking officer of the Royal Canadian Navy with 
headquarters in Halifax during World War II. Widely traveled and well-read, she was a generous spirit and natural 
teacher who once met and conversed with Albert Einstein. 


Of course, our 6200-lot NYINC auction event, the largest ancient and world coin offering Heritage has presented, goes 
well beyond our feature collections. We are very proud that over 250 consignors have chosen Heritage to present their 
rarities in the premiere event of the year for world and ancients.

We are privileged to feature Mr. Webster's collection in the following 
pages and reproduce his bio letter below: 


On my eighth birthday in 1943, my grandmother gave 

me three five cent coins that have been kept in the family 
since the late 1860’s. As a young boy | would visit the coin 
shop located on an adjoining city block. In my teen years, 
| would order coins from Max Mehl’s catalogs and from a 
company in New Orleans. By 1964 | began collecting Latin 
American coins from Al Almazar and other companies. 


Most of my career required living outside the continental 
U.S., in Alaska, Central America and Europe. Some of 





my foreign coins and tokens were acquired from antique, 
jewelry and coin stores during the 1950's and 60's. 


| became an advanced collector of Costa Rican Numismatics over the last forty years. 
My extensive research has been in the libraries and vaults of the ANA, ANS, Library 
of Congress, National Archives, Smithsonian and the Central Bank of Costa Rica in 
San Jose. Of course this includes my home numismatic library of 400 volumes and 
hundreds of auction catalogs, coin magazines, research papers, etc. Also, | use a 
home lab to examine, measure and study varieties. An example of this research can 
be found in the 2nd edition of Russ Rulaus’ book on Latin American tokens of which | 
am a major contributor. 


My late wife and | were frequently seen at the major coin shows from Florida to 
Hawaii. Holland Wallace’s Central American coinage reference book was a constant 
companion as | walked the bourse floors. | am along time member of the American 
Numismatic Association, American Numismatic Society and Token and Medal Society. 


The core of the Costa Rican collection was a large part of Dr. Jorge Lines holdings. As 
a young man, Professor Lines worked in the Costa Rican Mint which closed in 1949. 
He was able to acquire many rare coins, medals and tokens during this time.

20173 Joao VI gold Ingot of Goias 1821, Prober #1821-G-587, 55.435 grams. Nearly full “Goias”. Ingot #587. By mid 16th Century, the Portuguese were 
aware of the metal riches of it’s newly found land. By the 1670’s, powder gold circulated as currency in colonial Brazil and in order to regulate 
and tax gold extraction, foundries were established in Rio de Janeiro (1703), Bahia (1714) and Minas Gerais (1724). After taking a 20% cut (or 

“quinto”), gold would be melted and an ingot struck. With the accompanying certificate (or “guia”), it was monetized and put into circulation. 


The vast majority of Brazilian ingots were produced in the mining towns of Minas Gerais, such as Sabara and Vila Rica. Much less gold was found 
in the state of Goais, northwest of Minas and over 1500km inland. Prominent Brazilian numismatist Kurt Prober, in his relentless research of 
the Brazilian Ingots, recognized the assayer as Ignacio Joao de Bulhoes - IJB and traces its provenance to the important collection of the Brazilian 
magnate Guilherme Guinle (who controlled the ports in Rio and built the Copacabana Palace Hotel) and in 1941 gave Prober a photo of this Ingot. 
Further, it was on display at the historic Sao Paulo Numismatic Congress of 1936.

Prober traces provenance on this piece back over 100 years to 
1906 when it first appeared for sale in the Souza Lobo’s catalog 
#3709. it reappeared in 1937 where it was likely purchased by 
legendary Brazilian collector Guilherme Guinle. Prober himself 
purchased the ingot in 1947 and sold it to an American collec- 
tor C.H. Townshend, who resided in Brazil at the time. In 1948, 
Prober found the Guia, repurchasing the ingot and bringing the 
two parts together once again.

At 
the time it must have seemed as if the monarchy had passed into 
history, but a scant four years after this coin was made Prince 
Charles returned from exile in France, kissed his native soil as 
he landed at Dover, and was soon coronated as Charles II. The 
transition was orderly. Cromwell had died a natural death, and a 
painful one, from kidney stones, was peacefully buried, and his 
era ended when his son, Richard, proved to be utterly incompe- 
tent. In the early months of the Restoration, the new young king 
showed considerable grace, taking revenge for his father’s death 
upon only a handful of men he must have thought of as brig- 
ands. On Cromwell he looked more bitterly: he had poor Oliver’s 
body exhumed and beheaded, and the severed head remained 
wretchedly impaled at the end of a long pike on the bank of the 
Thames near Parliament until it rotted away. Viewing it, the 
landed gentry who had sided politically with Cromwell during the 
Commonwealth days must have feared reprisal, and in fact stories 
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of the Cromwell coinage going into hiding in the 1660s are legion. 
No one wanted to admit having sided with the Lord Protector, 
and even possessing any coins bearing his likeness was cause 
for suspicion. Some silver coins were spent quietly in commerce 
for decades but most were destroyed (only a single Sixpence now 
being known). Evidently, too, based on the rarity of all Cromwell 
gold, most of the Broad coinage was melted and lost forever. Thus, 
the rarity of this survivor.

The horseback rider on the reverse of this extremely rare stater 
appears to be female, a distinct departure from the usual Celtic 
imitation of the Philip II Apollo / biga types.

Carthage, a Phoenician colony on the coast of North Africa, became 
a maritime powerhouse in the fifth century BC and challenged the 
Greek cities of Sicily and Southern Italy for control of the western 
Mediterranean. Its founding legend centered on the person of Dido, 
also called Alyssa, a princess of Tyre who migrated to North Africa 
in the ninth century BC with a small band of followers fleeing the 
wrath of her brother, King Pygmalion. Arriving on the coastline, 
she bartered with a local chieftain for enough land to be covered by 
a single oxhide, then cut the hide into fine strips and long enough 
to encompass an entire mountain. Byrsa, or “oxhide,” thus became 
another name for for Carthage. By the late fourth century BC, 
much of Sicily had fallen under Carthaginian control and mints 
were established on the island to produce coins used to pay the 
largely mercenary army. This rare and attractive tetradrachm type 
depicts a beautiful female head which has been variously identified 
as Dido and the goddess Tanit. The unusual form of headdress, 
shaped like the Tyrian murex shell, argues strongly for identify- 
ing its wearer as the legendary Tyrian princess and founder of 
Carthage.

The Chalcidice is a three-fingered spit of land extending from 
eastern Macedon into the Aegean Sea. Wary of Athenian imperial- 
ism and the rising power of the Macedonian Kingdom, the free cities 
of the Chalcidice banded together in 432 BC to form a defensive 
coalition called the Chalcidian League, with its capital of Olynthus. 
The silver coinage struck at Olynthus was on the Macedonian stan- 
dard, somewhat lighter than the Attic standard employed by most 
of Greece, and was legal tender at all cities belonging to the league. 
The standard design featured a head of Apollo, god of beauty, art 
and music, with a type of lyre called a cithara on the reverse. The 
heads of Apollo on these pieces are remarkable for the strength and 
beauty of their style. Sadly, the Chalcidian League’s coinage came 
to an end with the capture and destruction of Olynthus by King 
Philip II of Macedon in 348 BC.

Philip V was the most ambitious and opportunistic king of Macedon 
since Alexander the Great more than a century before. Soon after 
gaining the throne in 221 BC, Philip began strengthening Macedon’s 
military and seeking ways to increase his dominance over Greece 
and the Balkans. Around 215 BC, he observed Hannibal’s early suc- 
cesses against Rome and made a treaty of alliance with Carthage, 
hoping to seize control of the Roman-protected region of Illyricum. 
The Romans, who had considered Macedon neutral, viewed this 
as a stab in the back, but they had their hands full with Hannibal 
and could do little more than check some of Philip’s more aggres- 
sive moves. In 200 BC, with Carthage defeated, the Romans moved 
decisively against Philip under the general Quinctius Flamininus. 
After two years of maneuvering, the Roman legions shattered 
Macedon’s phalanx at the Battle of Cynoscephalae in 197 BC. 
Forced to sign a humiliating peace treaty, Philip became a Roman 
ally and managed to recoup some of his lost territory and prestige 
over the next decade. Relations with Rome deteriorated throughout 
the 180s BC and Philip was making plans for another war when he 
died in 179 BC, leaving his son Perseus the dubious distinction of 
pursuing the course set by his father and presiding over its disas- 
trous consequences.

Monounios was the first king of Illyria to issue coins in his own 
name. He is sparsely mentioned in contemporary historical sources 
due to his brief involvement in the wars over the Macedonian suc- 
cession, but the years of his reign and the extent of his kingdom is 
unknown. His very rare coinage includes staters of the cow/ stellate 
type autonomously issued by the city of Dyrrhachium, suggesting 
that Monounios controlled this city, or employed its mint facili- 
ties under contract, for a time. Monounios’ cow / stellate coinage 
includes types where is name is rendered in monogram form on the 
obverse, and those where is name is spelled out in full on the reverse, 
as seen here.

One specimen sold for the equivalent 
of $661,000 in 2011! Alexander of Pherae, son of the tyrant Jason, 
carved his way to the seat of power by murdering both of his broth- 
ers who had, in turn, killed their father. Once established, he 
embarked on a bloody 11-yeaer reign that saw him nearly become 
the primary power in Greece. He was a severe threat to the Aleuadai 
of Larissa so they called on Macedonian aid, which succeeded in 
forcing Alexander to flee Pherai. After the Macedonians also with- 
drew, Larissa called for Theban aid, which arrrived in the person 
of Pelopidas. This forced Alexander into an alliance with Athens, 
but by 364 he was defeated and forced into peace. After the death of 
Epaminondas in 362, Alexander turned on his erstwhile Athenian 
allies and attacked them, even raiding the Piraeus. He was finally 
killed by his wife Thebe’s brothers, who she goaded to do so out of 
hatred for his cruelties.

Athena wears a Corinthian helmet, the most popular type employed 
by the Greeks, which completely encloses the wearer’s head and 
face, leaving only small almond-shaped eye holes and a narrow 
opening to allow breathing. When not in battle, soldiers gener- 
ally pushed the Corinthian helmet back on the head, which is how 
Athena is wearing it here. Struck by Corinth and its many colonies, 
Corinthian “colts” rivaled the “owls” of Athens in commercial 
importance and circulated throughout the Mediterranean.

The very earliest form of coinage is represented by typeless (blank) 
globules, carefully weighed to a specific standard, with one or more 
punch marks on one side, later evolving into a proper “reverse.”

In the recently published “Electrum and the Invention of Coinage” 
(Dennis McMillan, 2011), author Joe Linzalone presents a convinc- 
ing case that the ‘striated’ Ionian issues of circa 670-660 BC should 
be considered the first true coin types ever struck. Pre-weighed 
lumps of electrum, some marked with a rough punch, had been 
employed as a medium of exchange for some years before this issue, 
but they lacked anything that could be called an obverse “type” or 
design. The field of striated lines seen here, Linzalone theorizes, 
could evoke the ripples of water in the stream beds where natural 
electrum was found in Lydia and Ionia, where coinage originated; 
alternatively it could simply be an abstract design engraved into 
the anvil striking surface intended to hold the blank in position. 
However, Linzalone points out the striated fields were maintained 
for a while even after other design elements were added, indicated 
more than a simple mechanical function. In any case, in his early 
treatise on economics and money, Aristotle stated that the addition 
of an obverse image was the decisive step to converting bullion into 
coinage.

The attribution to the enigmatic Phanes is based on stylistic simi- 
larities to a series of electrum issues ranging from full staters of 
about 14 grams down to the smallest recorded Greek denomination, 
the tiny 96th-stater seen here. A stater bearing image of a stag and 
the legend DANEOX EMI XHMA, translated as “I am the badge 
of Phanes,” was found during excavations of the famed Temple 
of Artemis in Ephesus in what is believed to be the “foundation 
deposit” for the temple. The identity of the Phanes named on the 
coins is unknown, although it is as likely to be a wealthy merchant 
as a government magistrate or official, as the earliest coinage is 
believed to have been largely freelance, i.e. outside of government 
control. The use of the stag as a symbol points to a close association 
with the city of Ephesus, as the stag was sacred to Artemis, the city’s 
patron goddess. Association with Phanes of Halicarnassus, a mer- 
cenary general who played a role in the Persian conquest of Egypt 
in 527-525 BC, is considered unlikely as the coins almost certainly 
predate him by several decades. Only the two largest denomina- 
tions, full and 1/3 stater (trite), are inscribed. All denominations 
in the series, with the exception of the 1/24th stater, are exceedingly 
rare.

Antiochus Hierax (“the Hawk,” supposedly for his grasping nature), 
was the younger son of Antiochus II by his first wife, Laodice. On 
the death of Antiochus in 246 BC, Hierax and his mother controlled 
Seleucid Asia Minor, which was quickly invaded by Ptolemy III of 
Egypt in the Third Syrian War. During the conflict, the legitimate 
king, Hierax’s elder brother Seleucus II, appointed him governor 
of Asia Minor north of the Tarsus. But once Ptolemy had been 
repulsed, Hierax revolted and declared his province an indepen- 
dent kingdom. The coin types of Antiochus Hierax stress his royal 
lineage back to his grandfather, Antiochus I Soter, who is shown 
deified and rejuvinated, wearing an unusual winged diadem, on 
this tetradrachm struck at Alexandria Troas.

The mina is one of the oldest weight measurements on record, 
dating back to ancient Sumeria. In the pre-coinage era, it was a 
unit of currency equivalent to 50-60 shekels (likewise a unit of 
weight) of silver. After coinage was introduced, the mina continued 
in use as a fixed measurement for a certain number of coins. The 
Greek mina was 100 drachms. This lead weight, clearly marked as 
a mina, was employed in Antioch, Syria, probably by the Seleucid 
government of the first century BC. At 492 grams, it would seem 
to weigh about 10-20% more than 100 Attic Greek drachms, which 
averaged 4.3 grams each, indicating that the silver coinage was 
perhaps deliberately undervalued versus the theoretical ideal. The 
elephant is both a symbol of the Seleucid Kingdom and, apparently, 
for the mina as a weight.

Ptolemy III Euergetes (246-222 BC) was the Ptolemaic dynasty’s 
greatest conqueror. Shortly after inheriting the throne, he launched 
a massive invasion of the neighboring Seleucid Kingdom of Syria. 
Easily crushing all resistance, he reached as far as Babylon, where 
he proclaimed himself King of Kings. For a heady moment, Ptolemy 
III seemed to have gathered almost all of Alexander the Great’s 
vast empire into his own hands. But instead of trying to step into 
Alexander’s shoes, he wisely imposed severe terms on the Seleucids, 
annexed Palestine and Phoenicia, and returned to a rapturous 
welcome in Alexandria. Ptolemy III’s powerful portrait appears on 
gold octadrachms struck by his son, Ptolemy IV Philopator, who 
succeeded him in 221 BC. The great conqueror appears almost 
bloated; while likely an accurate portrait, his well-fed appearance is 
also visual shorthand for Egypt’s bountiful abundance. Ptolemy III 
also sports an array of godly attributes, including the rayed crown 
of Helios, the trident of Poseidon, and the aegis of Zeus. The reverse 
depicts a cornucopia, again symbolizing the plenty of Egypt.

The unusual elephant headdress worn by Demetrius recalls that 
of Alexander the Great on early tetradrachms of Ptolemaic Egypt, 
referring to his conquests in northern India. Demetrius cam- 
paigned in India while serving a long apprenticeship under his 
father, Euthydemus I, as recorded on a dedicatory stone recently 
discovered north of Ai Khanoum in Afghanistan. After succeed- 
ing to the throne, he launched an invasion of Northern India 
that extended Greek control into modern Pakistan. The histo- 
rian Strabo claims “more tribes were subdued by [Demetrius] than 
Alexander.”

Despite being perhaps the worst of all Roman emperors, Caligula’s 
Roman Provincial coinage is interesting and attractive. As he had 
few, if any, real accomplishments to tout, his reverse types place 
great stress on his blue-blooded lineage. His detailed portrait on this 
rare tetradrachm of Antioch seems to hint at his cruel, capricious 
nature; the reverse depicts his mother, the firebrand Agrippina the 
Elder, wife of Germanicus, whose agitation against the regime of 
Tiberius earned her exile and death. One of Caligula’s early acts 
was to travel to the tiny island of Panditeria, where Agrippina had 
starved to death during her exile, and return to Rome with her 
ashes to be interred in the Augustan mausoleum.

C. Coelius Caldus, Cos. 94 BC, was a prominant figure of the 
later Roman Republic and played a role in the Sullan civil war of 
85-83 BC. As Tribune of the Plebs in 107 BC, he passed the Lex 
Tabellaria, which required that secret ballots be cast in trials for 
high treason. After his consulship in 94 BC, he was made proconsul 
in Spain, where he won victories against the native tribes and was 
acclaimed Imperator. A partisan of Marius, he tried to prevent 
the army of Pompey the Great from linking up with that of Sulla 
during the Civil War of 82 BC, but was unsuccessful. His eventual 
fate is unknown, but he likely died in the Sullan proscriptions or of 
natural causes before he could be proscribed. His son or grandson 
struck a series of coins in 51 BC bearing his ancestor’s powerful por- 
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trait. The reverse image of Sol flanked by Roman and Macedonian 
shields either is a punning reference to the names Coelius, (“sky”) 
and Caldus (“hot”), or a reference to an otherwise unattested mili- 
tary victory in the East.

This reverse type has a duel purpose: It celebrates the recovery of 
the legionary standards lost to the Parthians through the disastrous 
campaigns of Crassus and Mark Antony in 53 and 36 BC, and also 
celebrates Augustus’ natal sign of Capricorn. Augustus recovered 
the standards in 20 BC through diplomacy backed by military 
muscle. According to Suetonius, Gaius Octavius, later known as 
Augustus, was born the morning of September 23, 63 BC, under the 
sign of Capricorn. Later in life, he placed great stress on his natal 
sign, as related in this account by Suetonius: 


“In his retirement at Apollonia (a Greek colony in Illyria), Augustus 

went with his friend Agrippa to visit Theogenes the astrologer in 
his gallery on the roof. Agrippa, who first consulted the fates, had 
great and almost incredible things predicted of him. Augustus 
therefore did not wish to make known his nativity, and persist- 
ed for some time in the refusal, from a mixture of shame and 
fear, lest his own fate should be predicted as inferior to that of 
Agrippa. When Augustus had been persuaded, however, after 
much importunity, to declare his nativity, Theogenes started 
up from his seat and paid him adoration. Not long afterwards, 
Augustus was so confident of the greatness of his destiny that he 
published his horoscope, and struck a silver coin bearing the image 
of Capricorn, the sign under which he was born.” 


While Capricorn was indeed a common motif on Augustus’ silver 
denarius, it is much rarer on his gold issues.

Gaius Julius Caesar Germanicus was born in AD 12 to the wildly 
popular general Germanicus and his wife Agrippina Senior, grand- 
daughter of the Divine Augustus. In AD 14, Germanicus paraded 
his little son before his men, dressed in a tiny officer’s uniform. 
Here he acquired the nickname “Caligula,” or “Bootikins,” for the 
miniature army boots (caligae) he wore. When the hated Tiberius 
died in May of AD 37, the 25-year-old Caligula came to the Roman 
throne with a huge reservoir of public goodwill. But he was uniquely 
unsuited to the task at hand, having been given no experience in 
government, finance, or military affairs. He quickly squandered 
Tiberius’ carefully hoarded wealth on useless projects and personal 
frivolity, condemned or exiled the most capable men in govern- 
ment, engaged in pointless military campaigns that left his soldiers 
baffled and humiliated, and demanded to be worshipped as a god. 
Contempt, fear and hatred soon replaced the rejoicing seen at the 
beginning of his reign, and after three years of misrule he became 
the first emperor to die by assassination. Despite being perhaps the 
worst of all Roman emperors, Caligula’s coinage is interesting and 
attractive. On this sestertius issued early in his reign, he is shown 
in his role as High Priest or Pontifex Maximus, performing a sac- 
rifice before the temple of his deified maternal grandfather, Divus 
Augustus. The architectural details visible on this rendering are 
quite fascinating and instructive, from the fluted Ionic columns of 
the portico, to the sacrificial scene on the architrave frieze mirror- 
ing the foreground scene, to the row of statues along the roof line, 
culminating in the triumphal quadriga at the apex.

The reign of Publius Aelius Hadrianus did much to transform the 
Roman Empire from a supreme city imposing its will on subject 
peoples into a true commonwealth of nations. Hadrian’s family 
was of Spanish origin, although he was probably born in Rome 
in AD 76. He was the son of a distinguished senator and related 
through his mother to the future Emperor Trajan, who took him 
into his household when Hadrian was nine years old. He received 
an excellent education, developing a strong attachment for Greek 
culture and literature, and served a military apprenticeship on 
the Danubian frontier. After Trajan’s accession, Hadrian held 
a series of civilian posts, including a consulship in AD 108, and 
commanded legions during the Dacian and Parthian wars. In AD 
100 he married Trajan’s niece Sabina, a match probably arranged 
by the Empress Plotina. As the protogé of the emperor, Hadrian 
seemed marked out for the succession, but he was not formally 
adopted until Trajan lay on his deathbed in August, AD 117. The 
transition proved rough, and four distinguished ex-consuls were 
summarily executed for plotting a coup. Relations with the Senate 
remained strained throughout the reign. Hadrian abandoned 
many of Trajan’s over-ambitious conquests and engaged in a policy 
of peace abroad and reform at home. Drama filled his personal life; 
he and Sabina were frequently at odds and his strong attachment 
to a beautiful Bithynian boy, Antinous, provoked no end of gossip. 
The boy’s drowning death on a barge trip down the Nile in AD 130 
plunged Hadrian into extravagant grief. A serious revolt in Judaea 
two years later further darkened Hadrian’s waning years. His 
first choice for the succession, Aelius Caesar, died of consumption 
shortly after being named, but Hadrian rebounded by appoint- 
ing the respected senator Antoninus Pius as Caesar and, in turn, 
arranging for him to adopt the young Marcus Aurelius, thus ensur- 
ing the Empire would be in good hands for two generations. Further 
executions were needed to ensure these arrangements and Hadrian 
died in January, AD 138 “hated by all,” according to one biographer. 
The judgment of history has been far different, ranking him among 
Rome’s greatest rulers.

Hadrian never felt comfortable in Rome and spent most of his 
21-year reign traveling, eventually visiting every province of the 
Roman Empire. He honored the unique ethnicity and cultural 
identify of each place he visited, but also made sure the legions 
were maintained in a high state of readiness. His building projects 
were many and long-lasting, including Hadrian’s Wall in northern 
Britain and the Pantheon in Rome. He fostered a new appreciation 
for the Greek classics and, under his patronage, Roman art and 
sculpture reached its creative peak. Since travel overland, even 
on Roman roads, was time-consuming, most of his imperial tours 
involved sea travel. This magnificent dupondius depicts Hadrian 
setting forth or returning from one of his journeys aboard a Roman 
military galley.

Roman soldiers serving in the non-citizen auxiliaries, termed Auxilia, played an important role in the defense of the Roman Empire. Raised in the prov- 
inces and grouped into cavalry units called Alae and infantry Cohorts, the made up a considerable part of the available manpower to defend the frontiers 
and frequently fought in front alongside the Roman Legions on campaigns of conquest. Upon completing his 25 years in honor in the auxiliaries, a soldier 
received the Roman citizenship in an imperial legal act published on a bronze plate in Rome, of which a copy was issued to him in the form of a notarized 
bronze diploma granting him and his descendants Roman citizenship, and legalizing his marriage with his wife. Seven notars (witnesses) based in Rome and 
specializing in such work, sealed the copy and confirmed thus the text correctly reflected the imperial bronze plate in Rome. 


The example offered here is a well preserved and highly important military diploma, issued to a soldier serving in Moesia Inferior 
at the peak of Roman power under the Emperor Hadrian. Significantly, both plates of the diploma (the second listing the wit- 
nesses present at the discharge ceremony) are intact. The diploma names not only the discharged soldier (Veladatus Dialonis of the Eravisci, a 
prominent Celtic tribe of the Danubian region now in Hungary ), but his wife and children as well.

‘Framed medallions’ such as this remarkable piece were produced 
by the mint of Rome toward the close of each year and presented 
to foreign dignitaries, military officers and distinguished citizens, 
likely by the emperor himself at a special ceremony. Close exami- 
nation of this and similar medallions confirms that the the broad, 
grooved rim around the perimeter is not a separate piece, but that 
the central medallion and rim are struck froma single set of dies ona 
planchet composed of concentric rings of reddish bronze and yellow 
brass, or orichalcum as the Romans would have called it. Similar 
medallions were produced with some regularity in later reigns, par- 
ticularly those of Marcus Aurelius, Commodus and the Severans. 


The attractive reverse theme, depicting the creation myth 
of Prometheus bringing the human race into existence, assist- 
ed by Pallas Minerva, was widely celebrated during the reign of 
Antoninus, particularly during the runup to the festivities cel- 
ebrating Rome’s 900th anniversary (AD 147-148).

Late in AD 136, the Emperor Hadrian adopted a handsome, but 
otherwise undistinguished young aristocrat named Lucius Aurelius 
Commodus as his intended successor, giving him the name Aelius 
Caesar. The new heir already had a seven-year-old son, who 
received the name Lucius Verus, and the boy's place in the dynastic 
succession seemed secure. But Aelius died of consumption only 16 
months later, forcing Hadrian to adopt as his replacement another, 
rather more qualified senator, who duly succeeded as Antoninus 
Pius. Antoninus in turn adopted Lucius Verus and another youth of 
a good Spanish family, Marcus Aurelius; it is widely assumed that 
he was following Hadrian’s wishes that both young men eventu- 
ally succeed to the throne. After Hadrian’s death, Antoninus kept 
young Lucius in the background while he showed Marcus every 
preferment. Probably he sensed that Lucius, while handsome and 
charming, was something of a lightweight. Nevertheless, when 
Antoninus died in March, AD 161, Marcus Aurelius insisted that 
the Senate also grant Lucius Verus the title of Augustus, for the 
first time giving the Empire two theoretically coequal rulers. The 
arrangement was immediately put to the test in AD 162, when the 
Parthians attacked Rome’s eastern provinces. Though neither ruler 
had any military experience, Lucius traveled eastward at the head 
of a large legionary task force to repulse the invasion and restore 
order. Lucius’ generals served him well and the Parthians were 
quickly expelled. In AD 165, Roman forces counter-invaded and 
captured the Parthian capital of Ctesiphon, winning Lucius the 
title Parthicus Maximus. He received a hero's welcome in Rome in 
AD 166 and basked in the glow of a triumph. But returning troops 
brought with them a virulent plague, probably smallpox, which 
spread rapidly through the populace and killed millions. At the 
same time, the Germanic barbarians of the north attacked the 
weakened Rhine and Danube frontiers, prompting another military 
crisis that demanded the presence of both emperors. In the spring 
of AD 169, Marcus and Lucius moved into the Balkans to boost 
the army's flagging morale, but another outbreak of plague in the 
region brought the imperial cortege to a halt. Verus turned back for 
Rome, but at the northern Italian city of Altinum, he fell into an 
epileptic fit and died at the age of 38. His sensuous nature contrasts 
poorly with the dutiful character of Marcus Aurelius, but he seems 
to have had a good heart and was sincerely mourned by Marcus 
and the populace. Whatever his merits as a ruler, Lucius Verus’ 
striking features lend themselves well to coin portraits, which are 
among the most attractive in the Roman series. This rare aureus 
was struck in AD 163/4 to mark his victories on the eastern frontier.

Born in Lugdunum in A.D. 188, while his father was serving as 
governor of Gaul, Lucius Septimius Bassianus started out life as a 
cheerful, affable youth whose character deteriorated as he gained 
more prestige and power. His father, Septimius Severus, seized 
the throne and defended it against all rival claimants during the 
civil wars of AD 193-197. Bassianus was named Caesar, or heir 
apparent, in AD 195 and was further elevated to co-Augustus with 
his father three years later, when he was only 10. His name was 
changed to Marcus Aurelius Antoninus in honor of the revered 
Antonine dynasty, but the boy preferred barbarian manners and 
fashions, and he soon earned a nickname after a type of hooded 
Germanic cloak he liked to wear- Caracalla (or, in modern terms, 
“Hoody”). His sibling rivalry with his younger brother Geta intensi- 
fied with the years, and in 208 Severus took both young men on 
campaign with him to Britain in an effort to clear their heads. But 
Caracalla began to show signs of severe mental imbalance, which 
only worsened when Severus made Geta co-Augustus in AD 209. 
With Severus’ death at York in February of AD 211, the brothers’ 
mutual hatred threatened to tear the Roman Empire apart. Their 
mother, Julia Domna, managed to patch together a detente and the 
family returned to Rome, but in December, Caracalla arranged to 
have Geta brutally murdered as he sought refuge in Domna’s arms. 
A general massacre of Geta’s friends and supporters followed, the 
first of many slaughters that indelibly dyed Caracalla’s reign in 
blood. He much preferred the company of soldiers to the aristocracy 
of Rome and soon embarked on a series of military campaigns to 
divert attention from his atrocities. The German wars of AD 213 
achieved little, so he developed an obsession with Alexander the 
Great that led him to prepare a massive invasion of Parthia. A trip 
to Egypt to visit Alexander’s tomb in AD 215 led to another mas- 
sacre of the populace, who had dared to make jests at his expense. 
With the Parthians divided by civil war, Caracalla’s invasion the 
following year at first met with success, but resistance soon stiff- 
ened and he began to look for scapegoats among his staff. One of 
these officers, the praetorian prefect Macrinus, struck first, and 
Caracalla was assassinated as he stopped to relieve himself on a 
roadside near Carrhae on April 17, AD 217.

Gordian I and his son Gordian II share the dubious distinction 
of having the shortest reigns of any “legitimate” Roman emper- 
ors. Born in AD 159 during an era of peace and stability, Marcus 
Antonius Gordianus Sempronianus Romanus had a rather 
uneventful career as a Senator and did not reach the consulship 
until the advanced age of 64. He preferred the quiet life of a landed 
gentleman and amassed an enormous fortune during the Antonine 
and Severan eras. To his credit, he left retirement and returned to 
public duty as crises multiplied in the AD 230s. He was approach- 
ing his 80s when, in AD 237/8, the Emperor Maximinus I appointed 
him governor of North Africa, where he was expected to enforce the 
regime's draconian program of taxation against the landed gentry. 
In March of 238, a group of young African nobles revolted and mur- 
dered the emperor's tax agent. Having passed the point of no return, 
the rich rebels sent a delegation to Gordian begging him to accept 
the purple as a rival to the unpopular Maximinus. At first reluctant, 
Gordian accepted their acclamation as Augustus on March 19 and 
appointed his son, Gordian II, as co-emperor. The Senate, which 
hated the brutish Maximinus, eagerly approved their elevation and 
began striking coins in their names. But Maximinus reacted quickly, 
preparing his own army to march on Rome and ordering his loyal 
governor in Numidia, Capellianus, to attack Carthage and crush 
the revolt. Capellianus duly set out with a veteran force, against 
which the Gordians could only pull together an ill-trained rabble. 
Gordian II died in battle on April 12, AD 238 and his father hanged 
himself upon hearing of its outcome. They had together reigned a 
mere 22 days. Despite their brief production run, coins of Gordian I 
and II are notable for their excellent portraiture and careful quality 
control. On this rare silver denarius, the elder Gordian appears as a 
distinguished older gentleman with thin, hawkish features.

Maximinus II Daia (or Daza), the nephew of Galerius, was serving 
in the imperial bodyguard in AD 305 when his uncle plucked 
him from obscurity and elevated him to the rank of Caesar in the 
Second Tetrarchy. Once established in power in his territories 
of Egypt and Syria, Daza seems not to have impressed his uncle 
greatly, for he was passed over for promotion twice in the chaotic 
years AD 306-309. In 310, he took matters into his own hands 
by having his troops proclaim him Augustus, setting him against 
four other Augusti (Galerius, Licinius, Constantine and the rebel 
Maxentius) and making a shambles of Diocletian’s carefully con- 
structed tetrarchic system. After Galerius’ death in 311, Daza cast 
himself in his uncle’s mold as the defender of paganism and a per- 
secutor of Christianity, placing him in opposition to Constantine 
and Licinius, who favored religious toleration. After Constantine 
crushed Maxentius in 312, Daza attempted to do the same to 
Licinius, invading Thrace the following year with a sizeable force 
of 70,000. But his long forced marches exhausted his troops and 
the outnumbered army of Licinius won a resounding victory at 
the Battle of Tzirallum in AD 313. Daza fled the field dressed as a 
slave, but soon died either of disease or by his own hand. His rule 
had been harsh and his subjects welcomed Licinius as a liberator. 
Christians in particular reviled Daia as the last great Roman per- 
secutor. This extremely rare argenteus, probably issued to mark the 
elevation of Maximinus II as Caesar, was struck at the Balkan mint 
of Serdica. Until recently, only a single specimen was known. RIC 
associates this issue with argentei of Severus II as Augustus (RIC 
21), dated AD 306-307, but it now seems more likely the coin was 
struck a few months earlier, at the same time as the recently discov- 
ered argentei of Severus II as Caesar to mark the commencement of 
the Second Tetrarchy.

Flavius Claudius Constantinus, second son of Constantine I the 
Great, was probably less than a year old when he was first pro- 
claimed Caesar in AD 316, along with his adolescent half-brother, 
Crispus. The younger Constanine was one of three sons from his 
father’s marriage to Fausta, whose intrigues on behalf of her boys 
eventually led to the execution of Crispus in AD 326, followed by her 
own death a few months later. Thus at the age of 10, Constantine II 
found himself both motherless and senior heir to the Roman Empire. 
His brothers Constans and Constantius II were soon also raised to 
the rank of Caesar, though as eldest Constantine retained preemi- 
nence. He underwent years of military and governmental training, 
primarily at the Western provincial capital of Trier on the German 
frontier, and accompanied his father on several campaigns. In AD 
335, the elder Constantine redrafted the succession, bringing in his 
nephews Delmatius and Haniballianus to create an unwieldy five- 
way split of the empire. But when Constantine died in AD 337, the 
three brothers arranged for the execution of the two nephews and 
divided the empire between them. Despite his seniority, Constantine 
II emerged with only Britain, Gaul, Germany and Spain under 
under his control, perhaps the poorest and least populous regions 
of the Empire. Incensed at this treatment, Constantine insisted on 
his own seniority and demanded more territory from his brothers, 
leading Constans and Constantius to form an alliance against him. 
A three-way conference in June of AD 338 failed to resolve their dif- 
ferences. In April of AD 340, Constantine launched an invasion of 
Italy while Constans was away in the Balkans. Expecting little or 
no resistance, Constantine must have been shocked when his army 
was ambushed by a strong force near Aquileia. During the skirmish, 
a chance arrow struck Constantine, killing the 24-year-old emperor. 
Constans’ soldiers threw his body into a nearby river, but it was 
later retrieved and given an honorable burial.

Delmatius was the son of Constantine’s half-brother, Flavius 
Delmatius, the son of Constantius I Chlorus by his second wife, 
Theodora. The descendants of Theodora were regarded with hostil- 
ity by Constantine’s influential mother, Helena, and thus lived in 
semi-exile until her death in ca. AD 330. After this, Constantine 
showed more favor to this branch of his family and in AD 335, 
when he was about 20 years of age, the younger Delmatius was 
named Caesar and formally made part of Constantine’s elabo- 
rate five-way division of the empire, joining the emperor’s three 
surviving sons, Constantine II, Constantius II and Constans, as 
well his brother younger Hannibalianus, who was presumptively 
named “King of Kings of the Pontic Peoples.” The five-way succes- 
sion scheme abruptly collapsed in May of 337, when Constantine 
suddenly took ill and died. Constantine's three sons seized control 
of the army and ordered the executions of their cousins Delmatius 
and Hannibalianus, along with their father and many others from 
Theodora’'s lineage.

The last truly great Emperor of the West, Valentinian I was born 
in AD 321 to a Pannonian peasant who rose through army ranks 
to become a general. He received a solid education and followed 
his father into the army, becoming a cavalry officer and winning 
distinction under Constantius II. Upon Jovian’s death, leaders of 
the Roman army met and deliberated for ten days before proclaim- 
ing Valentinian emperor on February 25, AD 364. With the army 
deeply divided between regional factions, Valentinian appointed 
his younger brother Valens co-emperor and placed him in charge 
of the East, while Valentinian himself took command of the more 
seriously threatened West. Valentinian made Milan his provisional 
capital but spent most of his time on the German frontier strength- 
ening fortifications and battering barbarian tribes into submission. 
Concerned that the burden of taxation was falling too heavily upon 
the poor, he appointed officers called “Protectors of the People” who 
made sure the rich paid their fair share. Though the Senatorial class 
deeply resented him as an uncultured brute, Valentinian possessed 
a firm understanding of administration as well as an appreciation 
for art and literature. He also followed a policy of strict religious 
tolerance, unlike rulers before and after him. He did, however, have 
a ferocious temper, which got the better of him during an audience 
with several Germanic chieftains in November AD 375. When they 
failed to show him proper respect, the emperor flew into a rage and 
suffered a stroke. His death proved a great tragedy for the Empire, 
as a man of his skill and energy might have averted the catastro- 
phes that soon followed.

Born around AD 328, Flavius Julius Valens was the second son of 
Gratianus the Elder, a member of the Roman military aristocracy 
in Pannonia. He followed his brother, Valentinian, into the impe- 
rial Household Guard, but did not take well to soldiering and opted 
instead for a bureaucratic career. In February of AD 364, his life 
took an unexpected turn when the emperor Jovian died only a few 
months into his reign and Valentinian was proclaimed emperor his 
stead. Valentinian quickly decided the empire was too unwieldy for 
one man to rule and elevated Valens to the rank of joint emperor 
on March 28, AD 364. The brothers met at Sirmium two months 
later and divided the empire between them, with Valentinian 
taking the more seriously threatened West while Valens ruled the 
seemingly stable East. Valens had a sullen, suspicious disposition, 
however, and his persecution of other imperial candidates brought 
about the rebellion of Procopius in AD 365-366, which was only put 
down with great difficulty. Seeking military glory, Valens invaded 
Visigothic territory in AD 367 and 369 and fought the Persians to 
a standstill in AD 376. In that same year, the Huns poured into 
eastern Europe and started a chain reaction that would shake the 
Empire to its foundations. Hard pressed by the Huns, the Goths 
petitioned Valens for entry and settlement within Roman territory. 
Seeing the hardy Goths as an answer to his military recruitment 
problems, Valens agreed, but the orderly migration quickly got out 
of control and greedy Roman merchants and bureaucrats began 
exploiting the immigrants, forcing them into open revolt. Under 
the leadership of their chieftain Fritigern, the Goths ravaged the 
Balkans and defeated the small Roman forces sent against them. 
Gathering a substantial field army, Valens moved to meet the 
Gothic host near Adrianople, Thrace, in AD 378. His unduly hasty 
attack, utilizing atrocious tactics, led to the most catastrophic 
Roman defeat since Cannae 600 years earlier. His position over- 
whelmed, Valens was killed in the fighting. His body was never 
identified among the more than 30,000 Roman corpses littering the 
battlefield.

The younger son of the mighty Valentinian I by his second wife 
Justina, Flavius Valentinianus was only four years old when his 
father died campaigning against the Germans. Although his 
16-year-old brother Gratian was already Augustus and should have 
succeeded smoothly, the Empress Justina feared a loss of influence 
and induced a cabal of senior officers to proclaim Valentinian II 
as co-emperor five days later. Gratian reacted charitably to this 
illegal elevation and agreed to share power with his little brother. 
At Gratian’s suggestion, Valentinian took jurisdiction over western 
Illyria, Italy and Africa, while Gratian took charge of the more 
threatened provinces of Gaul, Germany, and Britain. Things took a 
serious turn in AD 383, when Gratian was overthrown and killed 
by the Count of Britain, Magnus Maximus. At first, the usurper 
made no move against the weak regime of Valentinian in Milan. 
But in 387, Maximus invaded Italy, forcing Valentinian and his 
mother to flee to Thessalonica and seek protection from Theodosius 
I, Emperor of the East. A lightning campaign in AD 388 defeated 
Maximus and restored Valentinian’s authority, now over the entire 
Western Roman Empire. Valentinian was now 17, but still untried, 
so Theodosius appointed the Frankish general Arbogast as his mili- 
tary mentor. Valentinian came to resent Arbogast’s authority and, 
in AD 392, he handed Arbogast an order for his dismissal. Arbogast 
merely smiled and tore it up. He, in turn, placed Valentinian under 
comfortable detention at a palace in Vienna. Locked in a gilded 
cage, the 21-year-old emperor despaired and hung himself, igniting 
yet another spasm of civil war. Having never truly ruled, his abili- 
ties and character are difficult to assess his abilities, but one can 
readily sympathize with his predicament.

Aelia Pulcheria, the daughter, sister and wife to three different East 
Roman emperors, played a critical role in maintaining the stabil- 
ity of the East Roman regime in the tumultuous early to mid fifth 
century AD. Born circa AD 398 to Arcadius and Aelia Eudoxia, she 
had a far more forceful and dominating personality than her timid 
younger brother, Theodosius II. When Arcadius died in AD 408 
and Theodosius ascended the throne at the age of seven, Pulcheria 
took upon herself the role of her brother's protector. In AD 414 
she came of age and the Senate declared her Augusta, or Empress, 
whereupon she dismissed the powerful Praetorian prefects who had 
been controlling the government and took over the regency herself. 
She declared her intent to remain a virgin (possibly to avoid a polit- 
ical marriage and an end to her independent power), and devoted 
herself to the Church, which was playing an increasingly domi- 
nant role in the East Roman government. Under her control, the 
Imperial Palace came to resemble a convent, with Pulcheria playing 
the Mother Superior. She took her brother's education into her 
own hands and saw to it he learned how to look, act, and perform 
rituals like an Emperor; however he lacked backbone, which she 
had to provide to keep the Theodosian regime in undisputed power. 
Under her guidance the East Roman Empire successfully inter- 
vened in the West and installed her nephew, Valentinian III, on 
the throne (AD 424-425);, while to the East, a brief war against 
Persia was successfully prosecuted (AD 421). In the 420s and 430s 
her influence was eclipsed by Theodosius’ brilliant and beauti- 
ful wife Aelia Eudocia, an Athenian scholar who fostered a brief 
swerve toward Pagan philosophy and learning. However, Pulcheria 
eventually won this Imperial catfight by engineering adultery 
charges against Eudocia and forcing her exile. Pulcheria was also 
targeted for criticism by the Patriarch of Constantinople, Nestorius, 
who accused her of high living and adulteries with seven courtiers. 
However the charges were so transparently fictitious that Nestorius 
lost favor and Pulcheria was able to outmaneuver and exile him as 
well. When Theodosius was killed in a riding accident in AD 450, 
Pulcheria briefly ruled as sole empress before bowing to demands 
that she marry and thus chose a suitable man to rule as Augustus. 
She wisely chose the lowborn but capable Marcian, who proved 
to be the strong, even-handed ruler the Empire needed. Pulcheria 
died in AD 453, having kept her vows of virginity and defense of her 
Imperial dynasty for a half-century.

This rare early solidus of Valentinian III was struck in 
Constantinople shortly after he was installed, at the tender age of 
six, on the throne of the West Roman Empire. Its design falls into 
the proto-Byzantine coinage of Constantinople, which preferred 
frontal-style portraiture, versus the profile portraits favored in 
the crumbling West. Valentinian’s installation had come at the 
behest of his cousin Theodosius II, emperor of the East, who had 
dispatched the lad and his mother, the formidable Galla Placidia, 
at the head of a military task force to unseat the usurper Johannes, 
who had held the throne of the West since the death of Honorius in 
AD 423. Valentinian would go on to “reign” for 30 years, although 
he was little more than a figurehead ruler as a series of powerful 
generals strove mightily, but in vain, against the slow disintegration 
of the West Roman Empire.

The brief, troubled reign of Marcus Maecilius Flavius Eparchius 
Avitus came against a backdrop of chaos, disintegration and 
intrigue in the dying West Roman Empire. Avitus was a Romano- 
Gallic nobleman of high standing who served as an envoy between 
the Roman Senate and the Visigoths who now ruled large swaths 
of Gaul and Spain. Upon the death of the usurper Petronius 
Maximus at Rome in AD 455, Avitus easily gained the support of 
the Visigothic king, Theodoric II, and was proclaimed emperor of 
the West at Arles in southern Gaul on July 9 or 10. An assembly of 
Gallo-Roman nobles ratified the elevation at Toulouse the following 
month, and the East Roman Emperor Marcian gave his approval 
in September. The aristocrats and common folk of Italy, however, 
viewed Avitus as a Gallic interloper and gave him a cool reception 
upon his arrival at Ravenna. Badly in need of military prestige, 
Avitus looked about for a capable general to lead his armies and 
found one in the Romanized barbarian Ricimer, who had won a 
naval battle against the Vandals off the coast of Corsica early in AD 
456. But Ricimer had grand designs of his own. Appointed Master 
of Soldiers, he soon began intriguing with Majorian, the dashing 
Roman officer leading the army of Italy, to undermine Avitus’ 
feeble regime. A severe famine in Italy only worsened the position 
of Avitus, whose Visigothic allies were now preoccupied with a war 
against the Suevi in Spain. Under pressure from the Italian blue- 
bloods, Avitus dismissed his Gothic bodyguards and Gallic advisors, 
which only left him more vulnerable. The final coup d'etat came on 
October 17, AD 456, when Majorian and Ricimer withdrew their 
support and simply declared Avitus deposed. He fled Rome, hoping 
to make safe haven in Gaul, but was overtaken by Ricimer, forced 
to abdicate, and consecrated bishop of Piacenza (a common means 
of permanently removing someone from government service). He 
never lived to take up his clerical post, dying a few days or weeks 
later, either of natural causes or on Ricimer’s orders. The rare 
coinage of Avitus reflects his Gallic origins, as most of the coins in 
his name appear to have been struck at the newly reopened mint of 
Arelate (modern Arles), where he was first acclaimed emperor.

Ravenna, capital of the Western Roman Empire during much of 
the fifth century AD, passed under the control of Odovacer in AD 
476 and was captured by Theodoric the Ostrogoth a decade later, 
becoming the capital of the Ostrogothic Kingdom. Justinian’s great 
general Belisarius recaptured the city for the Empire in AD 540, 
employing the ruse that he accepted the Goth’s invitation to become 
Emperor of the West. Once having gained the city, Belisarius 
renounced all claim to the title and duly handed Ravenna over to 
Justinian, but the suspicious East Roman ruler called Belisarius 
back to Constantinople. The Goths rose in revolt and the Italian 
war dragged on for another decade before Narses’ decisive victory 
in AD 552. Ravenna remained the Byzantine capital of Italy until it 
finally fell to the Lombards in AD 751.

This issue of Justinian II is the first coin of any kind to bear an 
actual portrait of Christ. Remarkably, even at this relatively early 
stage of Christianity, the iconography of Christ is relatively fixed— 
he is shown bearded, with long, straight, flowing hair, holding a 
jeweled book of the Gospels in his left arm and raising his right 
hand in a sign of benediction. In the coinage of Justinian’s second 
reign (AD 705-710), the depiction is quite different, with short, 
curly hair and more Semitic features (see lot 25330). Justinian’s 
immediate successors did not repeat the experiment in sacramen- 
tal portraiture, but after the fall of Iconoclasm in the early ninth 
century the depiction of Christ on coinage resumed, becoming the 
most prevalent obverse type through the fall of Byzantium in 1453.

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The Sunrise Collection: Cataloguer’s Note 


The Collector began assembling a remarkable collection of Islamic Coins nearly forty years ago, always seek- 
ing the finest quality and the greatest rarity. As his knowledge and financial position improved, he constantly 
searched not just for the rarest coins, but the artistically most magnificent. The Collector understood that even 
moderately rare coins of outstanding quality were far more important that mediocre examples. The Collector 
structured his collection on quality, not quantity, as an artist aims for the loveliest results of his paint and brush. 
Only a few paintings are the masterpieces, and only a few coins are the superb. 


I have witnessed the Collector's ability to sort through a group of many hundreds of coins, and select the one 
or two extraordinary pieces that are the fabulous gems, unlikely ever to be found again. The amazing beauty of 
his coins reminds me of the Gulbenkian collection of ancient Greek coins, rarity not always by type - indeed, 
some of the coin types were relatively common - but by their uniqueness of quality. This has been his aim as a 
numismatist, and he has been incredibly successful in achieving his goal. 


The collection consists principally of Iranian coins, together with some exceptional coins of India. His own 
Iranian background allowed him to recognize the finest Iranian coins, an ability that spread to Mughal and later 
Indian coins, whose style was derived from Iranian traditions, and were inscribed in the Persian language. Most 
of the specimens are of such awesome quality that comparable pieces may never again become available. This is 
not just a large collection — it is a work of art!

Additional Notes 


I have known the Sunrise Collector for the better part of two decades, and am proud to call him one of my 
closest friends in the numismatic realm. I have always regarded him as one of the most knowledgeable, diligent, 
hardest-working, and decent men in the world of coin collecting, and it has been my pleasure to help him bring 
this magnificent collection to market. My background being in “classical” ancient coins, I have greatly enjoyed 
the experience of delving into the fascinating story of Islam's rise to become one of the world’s great cultures, 
and learning about the unique and intriguing characters that played crucial roles in this saga. I have also grown 
to appreciate the beauty of Islamic scripts, the balance and symmetry of Islamic design, and the subtle but sig- 
nificant artistic flourishes displayed on these superb coins. 


A few notes before we get started: The main reference in use for this collection is the Third Edition Stephen 
Album’s monumental “Checklist of Islamic Coins,’ abbreviated with the simple A- (as in A-224, Dirham of 
al-Mamun). Wherever possible the dates of rule are provided both with years AH (“Ante Hijra,’ or after the 
departure of Mohammed from Medina to Mecca in CE 622), and AD (Anno Domini). When known, the mint 
city is listed, followed by the AH date. As the legends on most of these collections are long and formulaic, we do 
not offer direct transcriptions or translations unless there is a significant departure from the norm.

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Within 30 years of the Hijra on June I3, AD 622, the nascent faith had drawn most of the Arabian Peninsula 
to its cause. Muslim armies began to defeat the Sasanian and Byzantine troops in several decisive battles in the 
middle of the seventh century AD, establishing the rule of the young Islamic Empire in the former Sasanian 
territories, and large tracts of the Byzantine Empire. 


At this time, the Muslims under Caliph Umar I were led by the political power based in Medina. Early Islamic 
administration largely left the local rulers and governors in their place, only asking for allegiance and a mini- 
mal tribute. As a result, the local Sasanian and Byzantine-style coinage largely continued based on the previous 
administrative practices. The situation continued the same way, even under the rule of Caliphs Uthman and 
Ali, the latter of whom even moving his capital to Kufa, near Hira, in the former Sasanian territories, in 656. 
Arab governors would basically copy the style of the Sasanian coins, including the portrait of the king (often 
Khosrow II Aparviz) modifying them either by including the Arabic formula Bismillah (“in the name of God”) 
on the margins, or by writing their names (in either Arabic or Pahlavi scripts) in place of the name of the king. 
These series, often called Arab-Sasanian coinage, continued well into the late seventh century. 


With the establishment of the Umayyad Caliphate following the death of Ali (661 AD), coinage continued to fol- 
low local patterns. Muawiya, the first Umayyad Caliph, was followed by his son Yazid I and grandson Muawiya 
II, whose rule further established the Umayyad power and included the earliest establishment of the Islamic 
imperial administration. In 685, ‘Abd al-Malik I, of the Marwanid branch of the Umayyads, was elected as the 
Caliph and established a new monetary system. Gold coins followed the Roman-Byzantine weight were called 
Dinars (from the Latin denarius), while the silver weight standard was copied from the Sasanians, with the 
name Dirham (from the Greek Drachm). Both of these new coins followed the Islamic (and Biblical) prohibi- 
tion against creating “graven images,’ thus portraiture gave way to a tradition of beautiful Islamic calligraphy 
providing the sacred Kalima declaration, “there is no god but Allah, and Mohammed is his Prohet,’ along with 
the date (given Ante Hijra), mint city and passages from the Koran. At first anonymous, soon the name of the 
reigning Caliph was added. The monetary reforms of ‘Abd al-Malik thus established the coinage of the Islamic 
world up to the modern times. 


The Umayyad Caliphate continued to rule the Muslim world as a unified empire until the middle of the eighth 
century. Owing to the growing discontent because of financial and administrative oppression, a series of rebel- 
lions under the leadership of an Iranian commander named Abu Muslim was initiated from Khorasan, in the 
eastern Iranian lands. Gathering under the black banner of the Abbasids, relatives of the prophet, this move- 
ment eventually managed to dislodge the Umayyads from their position of power. In AD 762 the Abbasid 
Caliph Al-Mansur founded the great city of Baghdad, named Dar ul-Salam (“House of Peace”), establishing it 
as the capital of the Abbasid Caliphate, and the world of Islam, for the next 500 years.

Mu‘awiya was the fifth Caliph of the Islamic umma and the first of 
the Umayyad Dynasty. His undermining and eventual replacement 
of the previous Caliph, Ali (AH 35-40/ AD 656-661), led to the first 
Muslim civil war (or Fitna) and the schism between Sunni and 
Shia that persists to this day. Inheriting a vast and chaotic realm, 
Mu‘awiya copied Byzantine administrative practice and established 
bureaucracies, or diwans, to handle all aspects of government. Two 
such diwans were directed to handle correspondence and official 
records. The officials heading these diwans were charged with 
receiving documents, drafting replies, making copies, and apply- 
ing seals to these documents. This seal, made of a cuprite material 
rather than the usual lead or glass paste, is evidence of this practice 
and also makes reference to the dismissal of Abd Allah bin Amir 
bin Kurayz al-Hadrami, a cousin of the earlier Caliph ‘Uthman, 
from the governorship of Basra. Arab historians place this event in 
44 AH (AD 664). This seal might well have been affixed to a chest 
containing the documents that ordered ‘Abd Allah’s dismissal. The 
similar lead example offered in Baldwin's would likely have sealed 
the actual document. These seals are the only known objects that 
provide the name of Caliph Mwawiya’s and ‘Abd Allah’s names in 
Arabic script.

The Abbasid caliph al-Mutawakkil (AH 232-247 / AD 847-861) 
introduced presentation coinage at the two capitals of the caliphate, 
Madinat al-Salam for the eastern half of the state and at Surra man 
Raa for the western half. Madinat al-Salam, which means “the city 
of peace,” was the Abbasid name for Baghdad, and Surra man Ra‘, 
which means “he who sees it is pleased” was a punning name for 
Samarra. 


The presentation coins were struck in both gold and silver, some- 
times at the traditional weights of the gold dinar (about 4.25g) and 
the silver dirham (about 2.97g), but doubles and fractions were 
made for both. The present example, struck at Surra man Ra‘a 
in AH 245, is the earliest known date for the gold double dinar, 
although silver double dirhams reported for earlier dates. 


The doubles are of the greatest rarity. This is the first double dinar 
of al-Mutawakkil that has been reported to us, and of finest style, 
obviously produced with greatest care, with superbly engraved dies. 
The singles are much less rare. For example, a silver dirham and 
gold dinar, both of Surra man Raa and dated AH 243, appeared at 
a Baldwin’s auction in October 2010. These were excellent strikes, 
but do not compare with the beauty of this piece. 


Abbasid presentation coins were struck from for almost 100 years, 
from the AH 230s to the 330s, primarily silver dirhams and frac- 
tional dirhams. This superbly struck double dinar is one of the 
most remarkable pieces in this collection. Although single dinars 
for presentation, weight about 4.2g, are only moderately rare, this is 
first reported example of a double dinar.

By AD 1200, the Seljuqs of Rum (or Rome, by which the formerly 
Byzantine lands of Anatolia were still known) were at the height of 
their power and enjoyed great independence. This is a fact reflected 
in their coins, which now replaced the Great Seljuq coinage as the 
most reliable means of trade in the region. Culturally, the Seljuqs 
of Rum, via their contacts with the east, seem to have created a 
great mix of Iranian, Greek, and Turkish cultural markers. Their 
nomenclature, initially Turkish, soon gained Persian colors, with 
the son of Kilij Arsalan being called Kay Khosrow I, and his descen- 
dants being known as Kay Qobad and Kay Kaus. In 1205, Kay 
Khosrow defeated the Crusaders, and soon expanded his power 
to the shores of the Mediterranean. By 1215, the Seljuqs of Rum 
were in charge of most of the Mediterranean coast of Anatolia 
and had made the Byzantine Empire of Trebizond their vassals. In 
Syria, however, they had to deal with the formidable power of the 
Ayyubids who also were making ways into Anatolia by controlling 
Amid, Miyafargin, and even Diyarbakr. The Mongol conquests also 
greatly reduced their power, effectively making them vassals of the 
Great Kahn. The Seljugs of Rum are known for their patronage 
of architecture and art. Many great sites in Konya, Nicea, Kaysari, 
and Antaliya remain from their reign. Importantly, their coinage, 
which they managed to keep in high quality, continued to be used 
in the Ottoman territories until the advent of that dynasties own 
coinage system.

Yaqub, the first of the Saffarid rulers of Iran, was reputed to have 
been a coppersmith, hence the name of the dynasty (saffar meaning 
a coppersmith). He was born in the city of Zaranj, the old capital 
of Sistan. Following an amazing heroic deed, Yaqub started rising 
through the ranks of the Tahirid and local hierarchy and by 860’s 
was calling himself the Amir of Bost. Sistan, however, was at the 
time under the nominal rule of the nascent Samanid dynasty of 
Transoxiana, being ruled by Ilyas, one of the four sons of Asad, the 
founder of the Samanid line. The struggle of Yaqub against the 
alien Samanids led to a major conflict in AD 867 during which, 
Yaqub defeated Ilyas and sent him to Nishapur in Khorasan. This 
was then the beginning of the rule of Yaqub and the Saffarids over 
Sistan. Establishing his capital in Zaranj, Yaqub then proceeded to 
conquer the eastern lands, adjacent to his territory. These were the 
kingdoms of Kabul and Gandhara whose people were not yet fully 
converted to Islam, at times ruled by local kings, one of whom is 
known in Islamic history under the name of Rutbil or Zunbil. The 
conversion of the new lands gave Yaqub the status he needed, and 
he was finally confirmed by the Abbasid caliph as the legitimate 
ruler of Sistan. The new found status gave him the base needed to 
conquer Fars and even Khuzestan, deep into the Iranian Plateau, 
and even threaten Khorasan which was at the time dominated by 
the Samanids. The personal conduct of Yaqub did not endear him 
to the caliph or his rivals, but he seems to have been quite smart 
and an effective administrator. His life spent in conquests, he died 
in Gundishapur in Khuzestan in 879. His brother Amr b. Laith suc- 
ceeded him and his dynasty lasted until AD 1009. The influence of 
the Saffarids, as great patrons of art and literature, and as major 
players in the politics of the 9th and 10th centuries, of course sur- 
vived long after their demise.

Unlike most other dynasties of Iranian history, the Ghaznavids 
are not known through their family or clan name, but rather by 
the name of the region over which they ruled. Descended from a 
Turkik commander of the Samanid armies, Mahmud of Ghazni 
began as a provincial governor and quickly embarked upon the 
expansion of his rule. In the year 1000, through an alliance with 
the eastern Turkic Karakhanid dynasty and destroyed the Samanid 
dynasty in Bukhara. After this point, Bukhara and Transoxiana 
became part of the empire of the Karakhanid Nasr Khan, while 
Khorasan and the rest of the Iranian Plateau became the domain 
of Mahmud. Securing his northern flank, Mahmud quickly turned 
towards his southern rivals, the Hindu Shahi dynasty of Kabul who 
had ruled in that region for many generations, and then quickly 
moved over the mountains into Gandhara and northern India. 
By 1010, Mahmud was in charge of the riches of India which were 
carried over to Ghazni. Formerly a small provincial town of the 
larger kingdom of Zawulistan, Ghazni was now transformed into 
the capital of an empire that extended from Multan to Neishapur. 
Mahmud built great palaces and mosques in Ghazni and sent out 
missions of conversion to Islam with zeal. Ghazni and its famous 
gardens then became the refuge of many of the most famous Persian 
poets, including Farrokhi, Asjodi, Manuchehr, and Sana‘i. It is 
reputed that even the famous Zoroastrian poet, Daghighi, was a 
retainer at the Ghaznavid court, and despite all its legendary con- 
notations, even the great Ferdowsi himself had connections with 
the court of the great Sultan. It is also during this golden age that 
Mahmud gave up the old title of Amir (prince), instead opting for 
the grand title of Sultan (“sovereign”) on his coins, although he con- 
tinued to mint coins in the name of the ruling caliph in Baghdad.

Hulegu Kahn, the real founder of the Mongol dynasty of Iran, 
henceforth known as the Ilkhans, was an energetic and ruthless 
commander. Upon the election of Qubilai Khan as the Great Khan, 
Iran, Iraq, the Caucasus and Anatolia were put effectively under 
the rule of Hulegu, although Hulegu and his descendants always 
accepted a nominal suzerainty of the Great Khanate. Hulegu died 
in 1265, leaving the Ilkahante to his son, Abaga. Abagqa had to 
start his reign by fighting off rival Mongol princes, including Berke 
and Mungke Temur, as well as the Chaghataid-Ogodeid alliance 
from Central Asia which was planning to put Qaidu on the Ilkhan 
throne. Most of these, however, were put down by 1270, allowing 
Abaga to focus on his western borders. By this time, Abaga might 
have converted to Nestorian Christianity, as his close ties with the 
Crusader states, mostly against the Mamluks, make clear. This is 
also obvious from some of his coins which bear a cross and a decla- 
ration of Christian faith.

A direct descendant of Ghengiz Kahn, Ghazan Mahmud was the 
seventh ruler of the Ilkhanid (Mongol) Dynasty in Iran and the 
first to convert to Islam. A highly cultured man, he instituted many 
reforms within his realm, particularly in the realms of commerce 
and finance. Weights and measures were standardized, and the 
coinage regularized, bringing about a burst of economic growth 
and prosperity. He waged a bitter war against the Mamluks of 
Egypt, at one point seeking an alliance with Christian Europeans 
in which he promised to hand over Jerusalem in return for help in 
gaining control of Syria. Though successful in battle, none of his 
conquests outside of Iran proved lasting. His rare gold presentation 
dinars, such as this example, are among the most impressive coins 
created in the late medieval era.

Yaqub, the first of the Saffarid rulers of Iran, was reputed to have been a 
coppersmith, hence the name of the dynasty (saffar meaning a coppersmith). He 
was born in the city of Zaranj, the old capital of Sistan. Following an amazing 
heroic deed, Yaqub started rising through the ranks of the Tahirid and local 
hierarchy and by 860s was calling himself the Amir of Bost. Sistan, however, was 
at the time under the nominal rule of the nascent Samanid dynasty of Transoxiana, 
being ruled by Ilyas, one of the four sons of Asad, the founder of the Samanid line. 
The struggle of Yaqub against the alien Samanids led to a major conflict in AD 
867 during which, Yaqub defeated Ilyas and sent him to Nishapur in Khorasan. 
This was then the beginning of the rule of Yaqub and the Saffarids over Sistan. 
Establishing his capital in Zaranj, Yaqub then proceeded to conquer the eastern 
lands, adjacent to his territory. These were the kingdoms of Kabul and Gandhara 
whose people were not yet fully converted to Islam, at times ruled by local kings, 
one of whom is known in Islamic history under the name of Rutbil or Zunbil. The 
conversion of the new lands gave Yaqub the status he needed, and he was finally 
confirmed by the Abbasid caliph as the legitimate ruler of Sistan. The new found 
status gave him the base needed to conquer Fars and even Khuzestan, deep into the 
Iranian Plateau, and even threaten Khorasan which was at the time dominated by 
the Samanids. The personal conduct of Yaqub did not endear him to the caliph or 
his rivals, but he seems to have been quite smart and an effective administrator. His 
life spent in conquests, he died in Gundishapur in Khuzestan in 879. His brother 
Amr b. Laith succeeded him and his dynasty lasted until AD 1009. The influence 
of the Saffarids, as great patrons of art and literature, and as major players in the 
politics of the 9th and 10th century, of course survived long after their demise.

Nadir Shah, the son of a simple fur trader of the Afshar tribe, was 
a talented warrior who rose high in the military hierarchy of the 
last Safavid ruler, Tahmasp II. Although calling himself a “slave 
of Tahmasp,” he eventually turned against the Shah and, in AD 
1736, had himself declared king while on campaign in Azarbaijan. 
Contending with a number of other pretenders to the Safavid 
throne, Nadir fattened his coffers in 1738 by invading Mughal 
India and thoroughly plundering the rich kingdom. This enabled 
him to defeat all contenders to power and he established himself as 
undisputed Shah of Iran, ruling from Mashhad, near his birthplace. 
However, the growing tyranny of Nadir Shah’s rule caused deep 
political problems in his court. In 1742, Nadir blinded his son Reza 
Qoli Mirza and thus removed him from succession to the throne. 
He then exiled or condemned his other sons, creating a succession 
crisis. In 1747, while he was on his way to crush a rebellion in the 
Caucasus, he was assassinated by his own attendants in Daghestan, 
thus putting an end to the life of a brilliant military commander, 
although a weak statesman.

His repres- 
sive tendencies led to his assassination by an Iranian revolutionary

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The Mughal Dynasty takes its name from 
their supposed Mongol ancestry. In fact, the 
Mughals of India were direct descendants 
of Amir Timur (Tamerlane) the 14 century 
Transoxianan conqueror. The founder 
of the Indian Mughal dynasty, Zahiruddin 
Mohammad Babur Shah, became the Amir 
of Ferghana in 1495. He attempted further 
conquests but after a series of rebellions 
he was left with no state and no refuge, 
becoming a vagabond with a few followers. 
Crossing the Pamirs, Babur arrived in Kabul 
in 1504 and seized that city from its local 
rulers, establishing his new kingdom there. 
For 15 years he remained in Afghanistan, 
however, a campaign to subdue the Pashtun 
rebellion led him into northern India, where 
he was fascinated by the riches he found and 
decided to conquer that territory. By 1526 he 
had conquered Delhi, choosing it as his new 
capital. In 1530, upon his death, Babur left a 
large kingdom, stretching from the Bengal to Regen 
Kabul, to his son, Muhammad Humayun. Sea 








Humayun had an up-and-down career in 

India, at one point losing the kingdom entirely 

before reclaiming it with the help of the 

Safavid Persians. His son and successor Akbar 

became the most famous Mughal emperor 

of India, whose reforms in administrative 

and military created an efficient bureaucracy. 

Akbar became a generous patron of the arts, 

sciences, and literature (though he couldn't 

read or write himself) and became known 

throughout the world as an enlightened ruler, 

something of a Muslim “Philosopher King.” Religiously, although a Sunni Muslim, Akbar attempted to create an amalgamated 
religion, mixing elements of Islam, Hinduism, Christianity, and Buddhism. 


His son and successor, Jahangir, inherited an extremely rich and prosperous empire, with secure borders and at the center of 
the world trade. Jahangir, a well-educated emperor, issued many laws furthering his father’s enlightened policies, while in actual 
administration, he largely lost his power to his energetic Afghan wife, known as Nur Jahan. 


In 1627, Shah Jahan succeeded his father and started a long reign as one of the greatest of the Mughal emperors. His empire at 
the time was arguably the richest polity in the world, with high levels of manufacturing production, mostly cotton cloth, which 
was exported via various ports such as Surat. French, English, and Dutch East India Companies, active since the time of Humayun 
and Akbar, were benefitting from this trade as well, and slowly establishing permanent trade posts in India. Shah Jahan, a well 
educated and sophisticated ruler, patronized arts and invited great poets, artists, and scholars from around the Muslim world 
to join his court. But perhaps Shah Jahan’s greatest fame comes from his construction of the famous mausoleum, built for his 
favorite wife Mumtaz Begum, which is known as Taj Mahal. 


The prosperity of Shah Jahan’s reign, however, did not immunize him from strife and trouble. Falling ill in 1657, Shah Jahan 
allowed his sons to start a long war of succession. His ruthless son Aurangzeb deposed Jahan and declared himself emperor in 
1658; Shah Jahan died in captivity in Agra in 1666, when the empire was already entering a long decline.

Jahangir (AD 1605-1627), the fourth Mughal emperor and the son of 
Akbar Shah, was personally interested in the splendor of his coinage 
and is said to have been an avid numismatist himself. His fascina- 
tion with portraiture in all forms is well documented. Among his 
most famous and artistically magnificent coins are his portrait 
pieces (as this example) and his “Zodiac Mohurs” (see succeeding 
lot).

During the Boer War, the republic mint which had coined gold Half Ponds and 
Ponds from 1892 through 1900 ceased operations. In the final year, 1900, the 
mint prepared gold blanks but did not coin them; instead, it released a number 
of what are now called Kraal Ponds, with no design on either side but of correct 
weight, which were used as money. The familiar story of this emergency or seige 
issue is that, toward the end of the Boer War, a temporary mint was created at 
Pilgrim’s Rest, supervised by P.J. Kloppers, a former school teacher called to 
assist the Dutch troops. Using broken-down equipment from the abandoned 
workshop of the Transvaal Gold Mining Estates, he and his workers engraved 
a pair of rough dies, used blanks made on the spot of pure gold, and by hand 
manufactured enough pieces to satisfy military demands. The long-accepted 
total mintage was just 986 pieces. At some point during this brief operation, the 
obverse die was nicked by a tool, creating the now-famous “slash” just above the 
“Z” in ZAR. These rudely made coins were equal in intrinsic value to the univer- 
sally accepted British gold sovereign. Most of the mintage has perished, probably 
being made into other gold coins early in the 20th century. An unused example is 
rare. In the lot following this one, we offer one of the finest known Veld Ponds, a 


fabulous coin, but the presently offered lot contains a piece accompanied by a fab- 
ulous story and its documentation. Such an “association piece” anchors the Veld, 
or Veldt, Pond historically, and is just as rare as the finest of surviving coins. 


The purchaser of this extraordinary lot will also receive two letters explaining 
its origins. C.F. Thomas has consigned this treasure to us for sale, a coin held 
by the same family almost since its issue in 1902. The most important letter is 
hand-written in ink, undated, addressed from Goldfield, Nevada, penned by M.]J. 
Cooney, who had been the Gold Master Assayer at the Field Mint where this coin 
was struck. It is addressed to “little Maggie,” who was the Great Aunt of the con- 
signor. Enclosed in that letter was the coin offered in this lot. When Maggie died 
at a young age, her coin and this letter were passed on to her brother, who was 
the consignor’s grandfather, Carl Thomas, who grew up in the famous American 
mining town of Cripple Creek, Colorado. About a century ago, Carl Thomas 
sent for his brother, Harry, to join him in Cripple Creek, and the consignor 
relates that he and Harry’s son, Lowell Thomas, “grew up hearing the stories of 
Michael Cooney and perhaps sparked a desire for global exploration.” Lowell 
Thomas became one of the most famous of newspapermen in the early decades 
of the 20th century, specializing in foreign correspondence. Eventually, Carl 
Thomas passed this famous coin and Cooney’s authenticating letter on to the 
consignor. The second letter comes into play at this juncture. It is dated August 
28, 1935, and is signed by the noted American numismatic dealer B. Max Mehl, 
on his stationery from Fort worth, Texas. The consignor had sent rubbings of 
his Veld Pond to Mehl for identification. Mehl wrote back briefly explaining its 
history and asking if the coin was for sale. It was not, and has been held by the 
Thomas family until now. Cooney’s letter provides us with some extraordinary 
facts, specifies the origin of the present lot, and reads in full as follows: 


P O Box 605 Goldfield Nevada 
My Sweet Dear little Maggie 
One hundred thousand thanks for your artistic Christmas Card. 


Enclosed — you will find a Souvenir which I send you as a token of my love 
for you for a New Year’s gift. This unique gold coin was made in South Africa 
at the last legal mint of the late government of the South African Republic 
(Transvaal). I was the Assayer of this mint; which was the most unique and 
short-lived known to history. Where peace was proclaimed between the British 
and the Boers (papa will explain to you) we had only fairly started to make the 
crude coins of which enclose is one; and all we had made when the British sup- 
planted the Boers in the Transvaal treaty... was £530 coins... They have same 
weight as an English sovereign or about that of an American $5.00 gold piece... 
Being made in Pilgrims Rest — a mining camp in the Transvaal, they have been 
known by common consent in south Africa as Pilgrim’s Rest coins . . . These 
coins were first intended to be given as souvenirs to Genl Ben Viljoens faithful 
Boer federal forces but sudden proclamation of peace upset all pending calcula- 
tions at the time and the Boer Govnt and the “Staats Munt on de Veldt” (State’s 
Mint in the Field (meaning battle field) ended together May 30th 1902). 


[Continuing as another letter on the same paper:] 

Dear Niece 

If you keep this coin until you get big it may become quite valuable in itself as the 
P Rest Coins were nearly all absorbed by British officers immediately after the 
war as unique souvenirs for from £10 to £40 Each (50 to 200 dollars). 

Give my love to your Papa & Mama your nice big Bro Carli keeping for yourself 
a big big slice. Hoping to see you and papa mama & Carli some day soon and 

Wishing all of you a very Happy New Year 
I remain your 
Little Old “New Uncle” in big haste M.J. Cooney 
PS. 

“Ein Pond” on one side of the coin is one pound (English denomina- 
tion of value) and the Monogram ZAR on the other side signifies 
South-African Republic (Zoud Africandisch Republique).

It and several others (all 
seen by the present cataloguer at the end of 1993) showed up in 
London not long before, coming from the estate of Raoul Robellaz 
Kahan, whose career took him to the mints at Perth and Bombay 
during the period of World War One, and a few years later to the 
Rand Refinery in South Africa, which would supply gold specie 
to the mint at Pretoria beginning at the end of the year 1921. The 
mint came into existence officially on December 14, 1922, by 
proclamation of King George V, but only opened for operation 
at an unknown date during 1923. Gold came tumbling into the 
refinery a little more than a year later, but during 1923 it was in 
scant supply. Citing a report written by the Deputy Master of the 
Mint in 1924, Marsh pointedly states (see page 89 of his book The 
Gold Sovereign) that “During the period covered by this report 
only one deposit of gold was received at the mint. This consisted 
of old jewellery, which after the Rand Refinery’s charge for refin- 
ing, and the Mint charges, was found to be of the net value of 
£406.0s.9d. The resulting sovereigns were delivered to the deposi- 
tor.” This evidence suggests, but does not prove, that 406 currency 
sovereigns were minted at Pretoria during 1923; the mint master 
mentioned only “resulting sovereigns,” which is suggestive but not 
definitive. Nor did he identify the “depositor.” What is definitive 
is the survival of those coins. Evidently most of the mintage per- 
ished. Marsh further reported that his correspondence with the 
South African Mint in 1979-1980 confirmed the statement from 
that report of 1924. Information dating from 1980 to 1985 also 
confirmed the existence of a currency specimen of the 1923-SA 
sovereign held in the Mint Collection at Pretoria. It is one of just 
a few pieces known to exist. The issue is rated Extremely Rare. As 
concerns the presently offered example, only a few individuals 
throughout history have found themselves in such a position as 
did Kahan, clever enough to obtain for himself a few samples of 
the brand-new gold sovereigns bearing the mint’s initials “SA” 
embedded in the ground line just above the date upon which the 
mounted knight is seen slaying the mythical dragon. This speci- 
men was obtained from the Bentley Collection, Part 2, lot 920, 
sold last September in London, where its source was cited, dating 
to exactly the same time during which the present cataloguer 
obtained Dr Terner’s specimen. The provenance is one of the 
clearest possible and most direct links to any great rarity, and is 
beyond dispute. This beautiful, gleaming gold coin was surely 
among the first sovereigns struck at Pretoria in 1923, was saved 
by Kahan at issue, and is now certified as being at the top of the 
population of only a handful of known examples.
